Arrives Safely on Other Side, Cable- 


gram Today Announces 


Capt. Perry 


A cablegram received this morn- 


ing by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lieu Oneal, 


west of the city, announced the safe 
arrival of their son 
Oneal in England. 


Gapt/Oneal was a member of the 


first officers training schpol at Fort 
Harrison and although he was sent 
to Camp Taylor to assume control 
of a company of infantrymen, fol- 
lowing Ms commission, he was sta- 
tioned a± the Sherman c.amp at Ch:",- 
licothe. Q-, for several w^eks before 
hfijeft fofr the east. The trip across 
was made in an unusually short 
length of time since letters from the 
east had been received from him ten 
days ago.

British, at Yilleveque, are six miles 
from St. Quentin, and have captured 
Roiscl and St. Emilie.

with Goldstein. He 
came rushing 


down the steps of Sinolny,Njiortf'oIio 
in hand, at breakneck speed toward 
an elaborately furnished automobile, 
flanked on both sides by heavy guns 
and red giiiirds standing almost at 
attention. 1 came up closer, lie 
lookecl at me. He 
offered me 
his 


hand. 
I recognized him at once. It 


was iny old friend 
Goldstein, who 


used to draw .soda at a soda foun- 
tain in Xcw York's East Side.

machine. "I am going to the foreign 
office and can drop you at your ho- 
tel."
